ORDINANCE , 1983 
Promulgated by the Governor of Kerala in the Thirty -fourth 
Year of the Republic of India . 

AN 

ORDINANCE 
to amend the Electricity ( Supply ) Act, 1948, in its application to 

the State of Kerala . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 

AND WHEREAS instructions from the President have been obtained 
in pursuanec of the proviso to clause ( 1) of article 213 of the 
Constitution of India ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1 ) of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor 
of Kerala is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short, title, extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Ordinance 
may be called the Electricity (Supply ) Kerala Amendment 
Ordinance , 1983. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala .. 

( 3 ) It shall come into force at once 
2. Central Act 54 of 1948 to be temporarily amended . During 
the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Electricity (Supply ) 
Act, 1948 ( Central Act 54 of 1948 ) hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act, shall, in its application to the State of Kerala , have 
effect subject to the amendment specified in section 3 . 

3. Amendmert of section 49. — In section 49 of the principal 
Act, after sub -section ( 4 ) , the following sub -section shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" (5 ) The party to an agreement or any other arrangement 
entered into prior to the commencement of the Electricity (Supply ) 
Kerala Amendment Ordinance, 1983 and providing for supply of

electricity by the Board shall , notwithstanding anything contained 
in the instrument of such agreement or other arrangement or in 
any law including this Act in force at such commencement, pay , 
in respect of electricity so supplied after such commencement, such 
price (by whatever name called ) calculated in accordance with the 
uniform tariff framed or modified from time to time under sub 
section ( 1 ) and applicable to the category to which such party 
belongs." .

Preamble:-WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Nurses and Midwives Act, 1953, for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty -fourth Year of the Republic of India 
as follcws : 


1 . Short title and commencement.-- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Nurses and Midwives ( Amendment) Act , 1983. 


( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Government 
may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Insertion of new section 24A . - After section 24 of the Nurses 
and Midwives Act, 1953 ( X of 1953) , the following section shall be 
inserted , namely : 

" 24A. Renewal fees.- ( 1) For the retention of a name in a 
register after the expiry of five years from the date on which the 
name is first registered under this Act, there shall be paid for each 
five years to the Council a renewal fee of rupees ten in respect of 
each register . 

( 2 ) The renewal fee payable under sub- section ( 1 ) shall be 
paid in such manner as may be prescribed , before the 1st day of 
April following the expiry of the period of five years referred to in 
that sub - section : 


Provided that in the case of any person who on or before the 
commencement of the Nurses and Midwives (Amendment) Act, 1983 , 
has completed five years after he has been registered under this 
Act, such fee shall be paid within a period of three months from such 
commencement or within such further period as may be specified 
by the Government by notification in the Gazette . 
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(3 ) Where a renewal fee is not paid before the due date, the 
Registrar shall remove the name of the dafaulter from the register : 

Provided that the name so removed may be restored to the 
register on payment, in such manner as may be prescribed , of the 
renewal fee together with such fine as may be prescribed . 


( 4 ) On payment of the renewal fee and the fine, if any, the 
Registrar shall give a receipt in the prescribed form and such receipt 
shall be sufficient proof of the renewal of registration of the person 
concerned ." . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Nurses and Midwives Act, 1953 , does not provide for the 
renewal of registration of nurses, midwives, auxilary nurse-midwives 
health visitors and public health nurses who are registered or deemed 
to be registered under the Act. In the absence of a provision for 
renewal of registration , the name of a person once entered in the 
register continues to find a place in the register with the original 
registered address even though that person might have changed his 
address or might even have passed away. So the register may be 
defective and cannot be relied upon even for statistical purposes and 
thus it may not serve the purpose for which it is intended . The 
Indian Nursing Council and the Kerala Nurses and Midwives Council 
have recommended that suitable provisions might be made in the 
Act for the renewal of registration of nurses , midwives , etc. 

2. The Bill seeks to amend the Nurses and Midwives Act , 1953, 
for the above purpose .

The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve 
pend ure from the Consolidated Fund of the State .

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Sub - clause ( 2 ) of clause 1 of the Bill seeks to empower the 
Government to appoint , by notification in the Gazette , the date on 
which the Act shall come into force. 


Sub - section (2 ) of section 24A , proposed to be inserted by clause 
2 of the Bill , empowers the Government to prescribe the manner in 
which renewal fee shall be payable. The proviso to that sub -section 
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empowers the Government to specify the further period beyond the 
period of three months referred to in the proviso , within which 
certain persons shall pay the fee for renewal of registration . The 
proviso to sub-section ( 3 ) of the said section empowers the Govern 
ment to prescribe the manner in which renewal fee is to be paid 
in the case of person s whose names have been removed from the 
register, and the fine to be paid along with the renewal fee , for 
restoration of their names in the register. Sub -section (4 ) of the 
said section empowers the Government to prescribe the form of 
the receipt to be given by the Registrar on payment of the renewal 
fee and fine, if any . 


The above are matters of procedure or detail or of administra 
tive nature. The delegation of legislative power is , thus, of a normal 
character .

Preamble.WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Kerala Police Act, 1960, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty -fourth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Police ( Amendment) Act, 1983 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Insention of new section 23A . - After section 23 of the Kerala 
Police Act , 1960 (5 of 1961) , the following section shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" 23A . Power to direct removal of persons in special cases.- ( 1 ) 
Whenever the Superintendent of Police is satisfied from informa 
tion received or otherwise 
( a ) that the movements or acts of any 

person in the 
area within his jurisdiction are causing or are calculated to cause 
alarm , danger or harm to person or property , or that there are 
reasonable grounds for believing that such person is engaged or 
is about to be engaged in the commission of an offence involving 
force or violence or an offence punishable under Chapter XII or 
Chapter XVI or Chapter XVII of the Indian Penal Code, or in the 
abetment of any such offence ; and 

(b ) that witnesses are not willing to come forward to 
give evidence in public against such person by reason of apprehen 
sion on their part as regards the safety of their person or property , 
the Superintendent of Police may , by an order in writing signed 
by him , direct such person so to conduct himself as shall seem 
necessary to the Superintendent of Police to prevent, such alarm , 
danger or harm or the commission of such offence , or require 
such person to remove himself outside such area within such 
time as may be specified in the order . 
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an 


(2) (a). Before an order is passed against any person 
under sub-section ( 1 ), the Superintendent of Police shall inform 
such person in writing of the general nature of the material 
allegations against him and give him a reasonable opportunity 
of explaining those allegations. 

( b ) The Superintendent of Police may also examine any 
witnesses produced by such person . 

(c ) Any written statement made by such person shall 
be filed with the record . 

( 3 ) A person against whom an order is proposed to be passed 
under sub - section ( 1 ) shall be entitled to appear before the 
Superintendent of Police by an Advocate or attorney for the pur 
pose of explaining the allegations against him and examining the 
witnesses produced by him . 

(4 ) The Superintendent of Police may , for the purpose of 
securing the attendance of any person against whom an order is 
proposed to be made under sub -section ( 1 ) , exercise all or any 
of the powers of a court under sections 70 to 72 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure , 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974 ) . 

(5 ) ( a ) Any person aggrieved by order of the 
Superintendent of Police under sub- section ( 1 ) may , within thirty 
days from the date of such order , appeal to the Government who 
may, after considering all the circumstances of the case, confirm , 
vary or rescind the order . 

( b ) Where an appeal is preferred to the Government 
under clause ( a ) they may at their discretion and subject to 
such conditions, if any , as they may think fit to impose , stay the 
operation of the order of the Superintendent of Police , pending 
the passing of final orders on the appeal. 

(6 ) No order passed by the Superintendent of Police under 
sub -section ( 1 ) or by the Government under sub -section (5 ) shall 
be called in question in any court except on one or more of the 
following grounds, namely : 

(a ) that the procedure laid down in this section was not 

followed ; 
(b ) that there was no material upon which the order 

could have been based ; or 
(c ) that there was no sufficient ground for believing that 

witnesses were not willing to come forward to give 
evidence in public against the person in respect of 
whom the order was made . 
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( 7) Any person who is guilty of the breach of any direction 
given to him under sub - section ( 1 ) or sub -section (5 ) shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
two years , or with fine, or with both . 


( 8 ) If any person 

directed under sub - section ( 1 ) or sub 
section (5 ) to remove himself outside any area fails or refuses 
to do so or re - enters such area while such direction is in force, 
the Superintendent of Police may, in lieu of or in addition to 
prosecuting such person under sub -section (7 ) , cause him to be 
arrested and removed in police custody to such place outside the 
area within his jurisdiction , as he may direct. 

(9 ) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to require 
police officer to disclose to the person against whom an order is 
made under sub -section ( 1 ) or to any court the sources of his 
information or any fact the communication of which might, in 
the opinion of the Superintendent of Police , lead to the disclosure 
of the identity or name of any informant." . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The existing provisions in the Kerala Police Act, 1960 (5 of 
1961 ) , are found inadequate to meet the problems arising out of 
communal disturbances, strikes in essential services etc. One of 
the problems which the Police force has to tackle during communal 
disturbances is the activity of anti- social elements. If the Police 
is empowered to extern them from the disturbed areas, violence 
and destruction can be avoided to a considerable extent. There 
fore , it is proposed to include a provision in the said Act enabling 
the Superintendents of Police to extern person in special cases 
from the disturbed areas. 


2. The Bill seeks to amend the Kerala Police Act for the above 
purpose .
